referred on Saturday to an accident which occur- 
red on Friday evening to Couductor Parsons' 
train from Corry, which resulted in a detention 
of several hour*, thu passengers not urri>inR.u 
TUusville till about one o'clock on Saturday 
morning. The accident occurred nt the 3umn.Ii, 
ft point about midway between Corry and Spar- 
tanaburg. It appears tbat Coudirflor Gleason'e 
freight train was going up under the direction of 
Mr. Dwyor of Corry. On arriving »l tbc Summit 
It was as usual switched ofl to allow the passage 
of Conductor Parsons' train, but the brakeraan 
who moved the switch for that purpose neglected 
to reverse It *a«r the passage of tlie freight, and 
accordingly when tbe passenger train went by, 
moving at the rate of about ten tailed per hour, 
tbe locomotive, tender and baggage car jumped 
the track and were thrown over alongside upon 
tbe ground. There were several employes In 
the bnggage and mall car, but fortunately no one 
WAS seriously hurt. Tbc engineer, Wm. Bennett, 
was precipitated headforemost Into tbe toft 
earth, and temporarily stunned, and aoiuswhat 
bruited. The newsboy Fred, wiis thrown ont of 
tbe i&all car and slightly Injured, but with the ex. 
caption of these two cases, no personal damage 
was Inflicted. TU passenger cars remained upon 
tbe track.

Without having any clue of hla where- 
abouts Ward began bis Investigations by cxamln- 
lug a waste basket at his room, which contained 
scraps of Cone's prlvntc correspondence.

he found fragments of a letter written from Chi- 
cago by a woman named Jennie A. Wagner, a 
nymph du pave who wai (or a time "plying her 
vocation" at TitnavHlc under the *' refining" pat- 
ronage of Cone, who professed to be "educating" 
her for a belter sphere.
